Prosecution is otherwise closed. 

However, if this amendment is brought forth, the office intends to reopen prosecution and reject claim 3 and the claims 
dependent therefrom with at least 5 diffferent combinations of Rozenkranc and one or some of the following bifurcated handles: 
Wasserman (D306,916), SHurtleff (5,687,485), Prochaska (D441.910), SHurtleff (D3 64,707), Iten (D269.915), and Douglas 
(D250.130). 

No amendments to the claims are permitted at this time, except to place the claims which depend from claim 3 into non- 
multiple dependent form. If other amendments are desired to the claims, these may be entered by way of an RCE.
